RUSSIAN GUNS ON

JERUSALEM 
Great disquiet has been aroused in 
Israel by the type and range of the 
cannon, acquired from Russia, which 
were used by the Syrians in the 
border attacks. The Syrians had 
apparently been well trained by the 
Russians jn the use of these guns.

JEWISH BUSINESSES 
BLACKLISTED 


From a Special Correspondent 


On the eve of the projected resump- 
tion of Anglo-Egyptian financial talks 
arising out ofthe Suez operation, 
distressing reports have been received 
of the grim situation confronting Jews 
in Egypt, particularly business men. 
It is estimated that only 13,000 Jews 


remain in the country out of a once 


rich and flourishing community 75,000 
strong. Their number will be reduced 
still further when the 3,000 persons 
who have registered to migrate to the 
U.S.A. receive their visas, 


Jewish-owned business firms which 


are still functioning in Egypt are 
being blacklisted by the authorities, 
and export and import licences are 
being withheld from them. Realising 
that they are faced with ruin, Jews 
are desperately trying to dispose 
of their businesses to Egyptians: and 
to transfer the money received to 
Europe. 


Stores Sold 


But since only £E5,000 can be 
officially transferred, and then only 
after the most stringent requirements 
of the Finance Ministry, many Jewish 
business men regard the position as 
well-nigh hopeless. 

The Jews were once considered to 
be the wealthiest of all foreign com- 


munities in Egypt with a total fortune 


estimated at over £150,000,000. 


The experience of some Jewish 


firms has been similar to that of the 
large Cicurel Stores, of Cairo. The 
stores were sold to Egyptian Moslems 
on the assumption that the purchase 
price would be transferred to a Euro- 
pean banking account of the Cicurel 
family, but a large part of the sale 
proceeds has yet to be transferred 
even though the transaction took 
place some time ago. Some Jewish 
firms are losing as much as 50 per 
cent on the value of their businesses

COMPENSATION FOR 
ARABS

; JERUSALEM 

A panel of 52 persons—-32 Arabs 
and 20 Jews—has been selected to 
advise the Israeli Development 
Authority on the payment of com- 
pensation to Arabs living in Israel, 
who have become separated from 
their land or property. 


Five regional communities will be 


formed from these members. They 
will examine applications from Arabs 
and recommend to the Development 
Authority (which deals with all 
abandoned Arab_ properties) — the 
amount of compensation that should 


be paid. 
These new arrangements are the 
result of recommendations put 


forward by the Knesset Finance Com- 
mittee, which considered three private 
members’ Bills as amendments to 
the Absentee Property Law of 1950. 
Implementation of this law became 
impossible because the Arabs refused 
to accept the low sums which the 
Development Authority, basing itself 
on 1950 prices, was prepared to pay.

The Board of Deputies has had 
gcond thoughts about the advisability 
of convening a conference devoted to 
the problems of small Jewish com- 
munities in this country. Meeting at 
Woburn House, London, on Sunday, 
i accepted the suggestion to postpone 
the conference in ofder to see whether 
the forthcoming assembly of the 
Provincial Jewish Representative 
Councils could effectively deal with 
the very same problems. 

Mr. BARNETT JANNER, M.P. (Leeds, 
United), who presided, devoted the 
main part of the Presidential state- 
ment to the tenth anniversary of the 
Universal Declaration of Human 
Rights. The United Nations, he said, 
had acted wisely when they decided 
to observe the anniversary but not 
to celebrate it. For “if we look 
around the world today we must all 
be aware that there is no proper 
cause for celebration.” But, he added, 
they should not renounce the set of 
Human Rights principles any more 
than they would renounce ordinary 
laws or the Ten Commandments, 
which were equally often violated, 

The report of the Law, Parlia- 
mentary. and General Purposes Com- 
mittee carried the recommendation 
that a conference of representatives of 
the smaller communities should be 
held on February 15, 1959 (presum- 
ably in London). To this conference 
it was suggested ‘representatives 
of certain organisations known to be 
not only interested but actively 
engaged in providing assistance in 
some form or other to these com- 
munities should be invited.” 

The Chairman of the Committee, 
Mr. R. LIeBERMAN (Brighton and 


Hove), recalled that the original sug-

gestion had been to organise a meet-— 


ing of representatives of communities 
with fewer than fifty congregants. The 
intention now was to extend the com- 
position of the conference so as to 
include also other communities which, 
although larger in size, had been 
known to experience similar difficulties 
in regard to spiritual ministration and 
Jewish education for the children. 
Quite considerable number of 
organisations in London, he added, 
had expressed their interest in those 
problems, and their representatives, 
too, would be invited to attend. 


Conference Agenda 


In reply to a question from Mr. L. 
PorasH (Southport), Mr. Lieberman 
Stated that the agenda for the forth- 
coming conference would be wide 
enough to include other matters as 
well, apart from the two he had men- 
tioned (ministration and education). 
If the suggestion was made that 
the larger neighbouring communities 
should also be represented, they could 
be invited at a later stage. The con- 
ference was only the first step. 

Two other provincial members, 
however, questioned the very idea of 
the conference. Mr. F. MARKSON 
(Manchester, Prestwich) asked whether 
it would not cut acress the con- 
ference of the Provincial Jewish 
Representative Councils which was 
due to meet on January 25, and should 
those councils not be fully informed 
of what was going on”?

The motion [the full 
text was published jn last week’s issue 


of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE] sought 


to revoke the two. clauses. of 
the Board’s by-laws that gave to the 
Chairmen of committees and to the 
President the right to disallow any 
question or any motion to be put on 
the ground of “public or communal 
interest.” 

Supporting the unanimous advice of 
the committee to reject the motion, 
iis Chairman recalled that during 
1948-49 the Board had spent a con- 
siderable amount of time in revising 
its constitution and its by-laws. 
Among the clauses which the Board 
had then jnserted were the very pro- 
visions which Mr. Shloimovitz now 
sought to have removed. 


Revising By-Laws 


Mr. Shloimovitz, who moved the 
motion standing in his name, said 
those two by-laws-—Nos. 7c and 11— 
“undoubtedly prevent the demo- 
cratic functioning ” of the Board. The 
power which they gave to the Presi- 
dent was “autocratic and unjust.” 
constituted violation of the 
right of free speech. The exercise 
of such power was not in the 
interest of the community but 
was “the first essential of a dictator- 
ship, namely the veto.” He called 
for the removal of those by-laws so 
that any question or any motion could 
come before the Board which would 
decide by a majority vote whether or 
not they were raised in the public 
or communal interest. 

The motion was seconded by the 
Rev, C. J. HEILPERN (Manchester. 
Warsaw), who argued that the Presi- 
dent should not be placed in a_posi- 


tion where he could be accused of | 


being partial, and he suggested that 
the power to veto aquestions or 
motions should therefore be vested 
either in the Executive Committee or 


in the Law Parliamentary 
Comnniittee, 
Mr. Percy CoHEN, C.B:E. (West 


London Synagogue), pointed out that 
the President never arbitrarily dis- 
allowed a question or motion to be 
put before’ the Board; he always 
consulted the appropriate committee 


and particularly the Law and Parlia- 
mentary Committee. Since Mr. 
Shloimovitz had not given. one 


instance to support the charge of 
“ arbitrary exercise of power,” Mr. 
Cohen invited Mr. Shloimovitz either 
to substantiate his charge by evidence 
or to withdraw his motion, which he 
(Mr. Cohen) regarded as “* somewhat 
academic.” The President, he said, 
occupied an exalted and responsible 
position and they must protect him 
if that position and the Board itself 
were not to fall into disfavour. 

At the end of the debate, Mr. 
Shloimovitz asked the President 
whether he could give an undertaking 
that he would consult the Chairmen 
and their committees on the admissi- 
bility of a question or motion; if so, 
he would withdraw his motion. The 
President retorted that he would give 
no undertaking. The motion was then 
put to the vote and gained the sup- 
port of only seven of the over. 180 
Deputies present. 

Before the report of the Law and 
Parliamentary Committee was adopted, 
it came in for criticism because of 
something it did not contain. Mr. 
H SEBAG-MONTEFIORE, L.C.C. 
(Spanish and Portuguese), complained 
at the omission of any reference to 
the Marriage (Secretaries of Syna- 


gogues) Bill,: which, introduced by Sir 
Keith Joseph, M.P., as a_ Private 
Members’ measure, has just received 
its third reading in the Commons. 
This Bill, when made law, would give 
Liberal Jews the same right as the 
Reform community already enjoyed, 
to nominate Marriage secretaries with- 
out any reference to the Board. 


Mr. Sebag-Montefiore wanted to 
know why there was no mention of 
the Bill in the report, particularly 
since that matter had been discussed 
by the committee and the Bill would 
change the position in the clause of 
the Board’s constitution which dealt 
with marriage secretaries. It seemed 
that the platform had decided “to 
hush up this Bill.” In his personal 
view this Bill had been long over- 


due and at last provided justice to 


a section of the Jewish community. 
The President, who had _ earlier 
tried to dissuade Mr. Sebag-Montefiore 
from discussing the Bill from the 
floor, disagreed. The fact that the 
matter had been raised, he stated, 
would create difficulties, for if it 
became a_ subject of public con- 
troversy it might have grave reper- 
a on the further stages of the 

ill. 

Mr. Lieberman said that the whole 
committee had agreed that that mat- 
ter should not be discussed publicly. 
Mr, M. W. Doms (United Synagogue) 
asked the President whether it was 
not a fact that the Board had indicated 
to the Liberal community that if they 
put a Bill before Parliament. the 
Board’ would not oppose it. Mr. 
Janner replied that he had acted in 
the spirit of that decision. Mr. Sebag- 
Montefiore interjected that he did not 
believe it was in the interests of the 


Jewish community “to be governed — 


by secrecy.” 
Fascists’ Setback — 


The survey which accompanied the 
report of the Jewish Defence Com- 
mittee stated that the past three 
months had seen a setback to Mos- 
ley’s efforts to obtain publicity and 
support. It was evident, the survey 
said, that the attempts to exploit the 
issue of coloured immigration had 
recoiled on the heads of the fascists, 
although it had gained them some 


additional supporters in certain 
quarters. 

Reference was also made in the 
survey to antisemitic propaganda 
emanating from a club for Hun- 
garian refugees “in a Lancashire

town.” The Defence Committee is in

Introducing the report and the sur- 
vey, Mr. JoHN Dicut (Old Boys’

The report of the Foreign Affairs - 


Committee.’ presented by its Chair- 
man, Mr. Janner, dealt mainly with 
the conference which the Board had 
arranged on November 27, on the 
subject of exhumations and desecra- 
tions of Jewish cemeteries abroad. 

In a letter to the Board and to 
Rabbi Brodie, the Chief Rabbi of 
France, Rabbi Jacob Kaplan, stated 
(with the concurrence of the repre- 
sentative body of French Jewry, Crif) 
that the French plans to exhume the 


Belsen cemetery would meet all the 


requirements of Jewish law. 
Submitting this report to the Board, 
Mr. Janner added that the whole issue 
of the Belsen exhumations might 
become “an academic one.” For a 
. few days ago, he stated, the Board 
had received a detailed report from 
the Central Council of German Jewry, 
according to which the matter seemed 
to have been settled since the Ger- 
man Government had withdrawn its 
consent to the exhumations in Belsen,

Everett Gendler was born thirty 
years ago at Sheraton, lowa, a town 
with only two Jewish families.

This contained eight 
Jewish families, and, together with 
the strays who came from outlying 
places, they managed to arrange 
services in the American Legion 
Hall.

In the result the American rabbi is 
usually a more vigorous personality 
than his English counterpart. He has 
no ecclesiastical superiors, and how- 
ever traditionalist he must take 
responsibility for his own decisions. 
Many there are who diverge radically 
from the image created .by European 
conditions. Such changes have hap- 
pened before. Not even Moshe 
Rabbenu would have recognised the 
Vilna Gaon, and the Vilna Gaon 
would probably have been startled by 
Sampson Raphael Hirsch. Our visitor 
of last week-end would doubtless 
shock all three. What is fact is that 
when he could. have been projected - 
as one of the “ bright boys” of his 
Seminary he has preferred to go to.

THE LOST GENERATION 


We have a father, an old man, 
and a child of his old age, a liitle 
one” (Genesis xliv, 20). 


E old father was Jacob and 

the little child was Benjamin. 

The very old and the very 
young are united. But where are 
those in between, the middle-aged 


men and women who belong 


neither to the generation of Jacob 
nor of Benjamin ? In the context of 
our Sidra for this week they were, 
of course, the conscience-stricken, 
confused, and fearful brothers who 
were standing before Joseph of 
Egypt accused of theft. Judah, 
the spokesman for the brothers, 
pleads with the powerful Egyptian 
ruler and presents him with a 
dramatic picture of the ties which 
bind the aged Jacob to the young 
Benjamin. But Judah’s words sug- 
gest a thought often relevant to the 


condition of contemporary Jewish 


life in many communities. “ We 
have a father, an old man, and a 
child of his old age, a little one.” 
Judaism is kept by the very old, 
and taught to the very young. But 
where are the large numbers in

MORE BRITISH GOODS 
FOR ISRAEL 


Further Increase Expected

goods are being purchased by Israel, 
said Colonel I. Penn, head of the 
Israeli Purchasing Mission in. this 
country, when he answered questions 


at a luncheon held in London on 


Tuesday by the Anglo-Israel Chamber 
of Commerce. The President of the 
Chamber, Mr. I. M. Sieff, was in the 
chair, and among those present were 
Lord Kilmarnock and Sir Frederick 
Hoyer Millar. 


Colonel Penn said he had no doubt 
that there would be a_ considerable 
increase of British goods imported into 
Israel next year. 
regarding export licences was given to 
Israel by the British Board of Trade 
and by the Ministry of Supply. 


Details of improvements in the sale 
to Britain of Israeli goods were given 
by Mr. D. Shoham, the Israeli 
Economic Attaché in London. He

“WASTE OF TIME” 


Dr. Fox on Day Schools 
Co-ordination 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Dr. I. S. Fox. Chairman of the 
Zionist Federation Jewish Day 
Schools Committee, has stated in an 
interview that in view of the attitude 
of Dr. S. Schonfeld (printed in THe 
JEWISH CHRONICLE two weeks ago), 
his committee felt it was obviously a 
waste of time to attempt any co- 
ordination with the Jewish Secondary 
Schools Movement at this moment. 

The Zionist Federation Day School 
Movement, Dr. Fox pointed out, was 
already closely associated with the 
London Board of Jewish Religious 
Education and Carmel College, as 
well as with local communities and 
their ministers in London and in the 
provinces. At their meeting last week 
the committee had endorsed his view 
(already reported in THe JewisH 
CHRONICLE) that ‘co-ordination with 
bodies other than those which I have 
mentioned might prove complicated in 
practice.” Just how complicated it 
was to bring Dr. Schonfeld and the 
schools under his leadership into any 
co-ordinating body, was, he said, made 
perfectly plain from his “sneering 
and contemptuous outburst” in THE 
JEWISH CHRONICLE against the Zionist 
Federation Day Schools. 


Co-operation 


“How can one hope for a climate 
conducive to co-operation in the field 
of Jewish. education when one is 
confronted with Dr. Schonfeld’s 
cynicism and statements such as that 
the Zionist Federation are * bluffing’ 
the public and that ‘they had no 
proper schools, or that the Zionist. 
Federation Day School Movement 
“does not exist’ ?” Dr. Fox. asked. 

“1 think that it is a pity that THE 
JEWISH CHRONICLE prints these out- 
bursts in extenso. Yet when the 
Secretary of the Zionist Federation 
Day Schools Committee submits a 
letter for publication he does not 
receive the courtesy of publication in 
its columns, I do not think,” he said, 
“that this attitude of THe Jewisu 
CHRONICLE is conducive to a spirit of 
co-operation and co-ordination.” 


~YOUNG MINISTERS 
CRITICISED 


“ Cannot Conduct 
Services ”

It was suggested by some members 
of Jews’ College Council at their 
meeting in the College on Tuesday, 
that when some of the graduates of 
the College applied for their first 
ministerial appointments they were 
found to be not sufficiently familiar 
with all forms of religious practice.

Epstein, described these comments as — 


“most unfair criticism.” 

But the Chairman of the Council, 
Mr. Alan A. Mocatta, Q.C., immedi- 
ately retorted: “It was only meant 
as a friendly inquiry. We must be 
able to ask questions without being 
accused of criticism.” 

The Rev. I. Livingstone stated that 
he had heard that some graduates 
offered posts as ministers in the 
provinces had not known how to con- 
duct funeral or wedding 
properly. 

Dr. Epstein maintained that all the 
students received a thorough ground- 
ing in conducting services. The whole 
of the synagogue ritual was covered 
in their training. If the students 
could not carry out the necessary 


requirements it was their own fault. — 


Musical Training 


The debate began after the Rev. Dr. 
I, Levy asked whether reports were 
given to the Education Committee of 
the Council on the progress of minis- 
terial students in learning chazanut. 
He felt that the musical training given 
to would-be ministers was as impor- 
‘tant as the rest of the curriculum. 


He did not think that the College - 


could do justice to a student if they 
overlooked the training in chazanut. 
A minister with a‘ trained voice 
should, he suggested, be able to 
become an excellent second reader.

Israel’s Purchasing 
Power

“ The basic fact about the economy 
of Israel is that it is today not less 
but more dependent on _ foreign 
unearned income than ever before.” - 

This was the central conclusion 
reached by Dr. Alexander Rubner, 
author of a forthcoming book. on 
Israel’s economy, in a talk which he 
gave to the Zionist Society for Inter- 
national Affairs, in London, on 
Tuesday. 

His conclusion was based on a 
comparison between the amount of 
per capita aid given to Israel over the 
past decade. According to a United 
Nations report on __ international 
(mainly American) grants in the 
period 1953-57, every Israeli received 
on an annual average $27, while every 
Indian obtained from these sources 
only one cent. 

But the real aid to Israel, Dr. 
Rubner pointed out, came from what

It should not be imagined, however, 
that they are all wild and woolly 
tribesmen with political sense. 
Indeed, Kurds have been fully repre- 
sented in the ruling classes in Iraq, 
and it is not to be supposed that the 
wiser heads among them would not 
see the dangers of embarrassing 
Brigadier Kassem to such an extent 
that he fell a victim to Communist 
machination. 

The other aspect of the Iraqi scene 
which is attracting increasing attention 
is the country’s relationship with 


President Nasser’s United Arab 
Republic. The eclipse of Colonel 


Aref, virtually without a protest from 
Nasser, has encouraged the belief that 
the latter, having learnt from his 
experience in swallowing Syria, has 
set a curb upon his imperialist ambi- 
tions. The union of Iraq with the 
U.A.R. now seems to be a less popular 
conception both in Baghdad and in 
Cairo. There seems to be more 
talk of co-operation and less of union. 
Moreover, there is today a greater 
appreciation of the potential dangers 
of Communist infiltration employing 
nationalist movements as its stalking 
horse. This feeling was expressed by

HARRY GOODMAN 


Y now the members of the 
Board of Deputies resign 
themselves to the likelihood 

of a dull meeting unless the short, 
square-shouldered, angular figure 
of H. A. Goodman takes his place 
on the back row to the Chairman's 
left. If he arrives, someone is sure 
to provoke him, and if he is pro- 
voked he is sure fo provoke others. 
Barbed retorts and  quick-fire 
ordtory will crackle across the 
Adolph Tuck Hall in which fact 
and emotion, irony and downright 
slanging, usually laced with cheeky 
humour, will replace the tedious 
speechmaking of the machers and 
give the Deputies the sense that it 
has been worth while after all. 
Goodman has been a member of 
the Board for 36 years, so that even 
at 60, the age he has just reached, he 


comes near to acquiring the com-— 


bined title of enfant terrible and 
grand old man. It is a pity, how- 
ever, that to many members of 
the Anglo-Jewish community he js 
known through these outbursts at 


the Board of Deputies, for they 


reveal one facet only of a diverse 


personality who by unceasing and 


unaided efforts has made himself a 
representative figure of the Jewish 
world. He was born opposite the 
Machzike Hadass Synagogue (of 
which his father was one of the 
founders) on December 23, 1898. 
Together with Leo Jung, Bernard 
Homa, and the late Jack Mendel 
he was a lkeader of the Sinai 
League which had its home in that 
centre of East End Orthodoxy. 


* * * 
In 1922 Goodman married 
Miriam, daughter of Abraham 


Erlanger, a disciple of Sampson 
Raphael. Hirsch who. had _estab- 
lished the Kehilla of Lucerne. The 
road to Frankfort thus lay via this 
Swiss resort. At about the same 


time Leo Jung left for New York | 


and Goodman took his place as 
Lendon correspondent of the 
Agudas Israel. He was one of the 
few English-born Jews to identify 
himself with separatist Orthodoxy, 
and in its battles to establish its 
identity and independence unfet- 
téred by the established machinery 
of the community he showed an 
uncompromising zeal characterisiic 
of the convert. From 1928 to 1933

the knives were kept sharp over 
the Slaughter of Animals Bill, 
and Goodman. was tireless in 
organising the lobbying of Par- 
lament to ensure that the Chief 
Rabbinate acquired no monopoly 
in regard to the licensing of 
shochetim. 

Good- 
man had always 
been a constant 
traveller, and. 
there were few 
English Jews 


whose contacts 
with Central and 
East European 


Jewry were more 
intimate. Lines 
of meshullochim 
had long been 
seen at his place 
of business 
in Commercial 
Street, and now 
27 Lordship 
Park became a. 
regular port of 
call for Orthodox 
refugees seeking 
food and 


with the authorities. London’s place 
in the Jewish world increased. 
and Goodman's 
influence in the Agudist movement 
increased also. It was fortunate in 


having as its representative a man 


who .combined Orthodox beliefs 


de reading and acute 
political instinct. 


He seized every opportunity of 
establishing the place of organised 
Orthodoxy in the Anglo-Jewish 
community, helping to» found the 
Jewish Refugees’ Committee, and 
beginning an influential connection 
with the Anglo-Jewish Association,: 
which in due course was to lead to 
a voice in the Central British Fund. 
The war increased his political 
activities, especially when he 
became Jewish adviser to the 
Ministry of Information (where his 
first task was to read the cable- 
grams which passed between Jewish 
organisations deploring his appoint- 
ment). In the communal contro- 
versies which broke out in 1943 he 
participated with great zest, and by 


February, 1945, before hostilities” 


had ceased, he was visiting France 


and Switzerland, helping to save 
the remnant and to restore the 
Agudist organisation. 
Unfortunately only a rump of 
the Aguda remained, and the part 
which was left was torn by con- 
troversy on the question of Zionism. 


‘Between Goodman and the Zionist 


leaders the barrage of acrimony has 
never ceased. He leads the irre- 
concilables. He has faith that 
ultimately his little band will prove 
to be the saving remnant, but in 
the meantime it is a lonely struggle. 
That does not prevent him from 
getting as much fun out of it as he 
can. He has a great sense of fun. 
It is rarely absent even during his 
most violent speeches; it is domi- 
nant in the affection with which 
the devoted husband and indulgent 
father presides over his domestic 
circle.

JUDAISM & ADLERIAN 
PSYCHOLOGY 


From a Correspondent 


BURLINGTON, VERMONT 
“ The wisdom of Judaism is virtu- 
ally identical with the basic insights 


of modern Adlerian psychology.” 


This is the conclusion reached by 
Dr. Trude Weiss-Rosmarin, a_ well- 
known Jewish lecturer, scholar, and 
author, in an article in the JOURNAL 
OF INDIVIDUAL PSYCHOLOGY, published 
at the University here. 


Adlerian psychology is similar to . 


Judaism because, according to the 
article, both are optimistic, share the 
belief that the human will ts of great 
importance, and support the theory 
that a feeling of inferiority may pro- 
vide the motivation for. great achieve- 
ment. In fact Alfred Adler was 
proud that his theory was “ heir to all 
great movements whose aim is the 
welfare of mankind,” and he looked 
for examples to support his theory 
in the Old Testament. 

Adler, the writer adds, described 
the idea of God as “the concretisa- 
tion and interpretation of the human 
recognition of greatness and perfec- 
tion, and the dedication of the 
individual as well as of society to a 
gcal . . . toward greatness.” 

That Judaism also sees God as a 
goal is indicated, according to Dr. 
Weiss-Rosmarin, by the demand of 
God to Israel in Leviticus: “ You 
shall be holy, for I am holy.” Thus 
both Adlerian ychology and 
Judaism conceive of God as an ideal 
goal for human ethical endeavour,

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DE GAULLE: MAN OF FRANCE 


By JOEL CANG 


PARIS 
| OT since Napoleon have 
N Jews in France speculated 
so much about a new 
French leader as they are doing 
today in the case of de Gaulle. It 
is. a foregone conclusion that at 
next Sunday’s Presidential election 
Jews, with the exception of Com- 
munists and the members of the 
Jewish Socialist Party Bund, will 
vote solidly for him alongside the 
vast majority of the French people. 
Unlike Napoleon, de Gaulle has no 
idea of re-creating the Sanhedrin, 
but to Jews he means stability, 
which in turn means security and 
tolerance. 

They even see a special augury 
in the fact that last Saturday, the 
man who, in the name of a group 
of electors, came to offer him the 
nomination for the highest position 
in France, was Professor René 
Cassin, a leading figure in the 
Jewish community here and head 


Prof. Cassin leaving de Gaulle’s 
office after the General had 
accepted nomination for the 
Presidency 


of the Alliance Israélite Universelle. 
Professor Cassin, as Vice-President 
of the Provisional Constitutional 
Commission, is, in this transitional 
period, the second personage in the 
State. 

This has been a week of great 
_ political activity in the French 
capital. Some 50 Cabinet Ministers 
of seventeen countries have been 
making grave decisions which, with 
Mr. Khruschev’s threat over Berlin, 
could mean peace or war. This 
has made it even more gratifying 
to French Jewry that one of their 
members should be in a position to 
play such a prominent part in the 
country’s events, and acting as it 
were as the midwife to the Fifth 
Republic about to be born. They 
recall with special pride that it was 
René Cassin who, in 1941, was the 
first civilian to join de Gaulle in 
his expedition to England to raise 
a resistance force against the Nazis.

wave of French nationalism, and 
M. Soustelle’s victory at the 
expense of the Communist and 
other parties is due to the same tide. 


Tradition of Tolerance 


Of course no minority, the Jewish 


_.minority in particular, can ever for- 


get that many a high principle has 
been devoured by the flames of 
nationalism. But in France, where 
racial. tolerance has been a long 
tradition, the Jews feel that under 


de Gaulle there is not much to fear 


and that nationalism will be 
directed into healthy channels. 
Very much, perhaps all, depends 
on what solution General de 
Gaulle’s administration will find for 
the Algerian problem. In Algeria 
itself, where there are several thou- 
sand Jews serving in the nearly 
500,000-strong French forces and 
also a considerable Jewish popula- 
tion, there have been a number of 
deplorable incidents which have 
caused some disquiet. There is the 
fear that extreme Nationalist 
elements might some day feel in- 


clined to provoke friction between 


Jews and Moslems. But their 
attempts have so far been nipped 
in the bud by prompt action, and it 


e would appear that French leaders 


are determined to prevent any 
incidents. 

Most helpful to the French- 
Jewish community is, of course, the 
growing link between France and 
Israel. Forged over Suez, this has 
been so much strengthened by a 
common purpose in the Middle 
East that talk of a political alliance 
is constantly mooted. 

Less than a generation ago 
France was a great Middle Eastern 
Power, dominating Syria and the 
Lebanon, with vast interests in 
Egypt. All this has been lost. To 
those Frenchmen who are eager to 
re-establish their country’s influ- 
ence in that part of the world, the 
only possibility is through friend- 
ship with Israel. An alliance with 
guarantees for mutual assistance is 
seen on many sides as the logical 
instrument to give reality to these 
French aspirations, | 


French Prestige 


Significantly, M. Soustelle, who, 
after General de Gaulle, is more 
determined then anyone else to re- 
establish France’s international 
prestige, is the Chairman of the 
Franco-Israeli Alliance, a society 
created some time ago for the pur- 
pose of promoting closer relations 
between the two countries. In the 
Yiddish press interview referred to 
earlier, M. Soustelle declared that 
close ties between his country and 
Israel, which he aims to strengthen, 
will act as a stabilising factor in 
the Middle East and assure peace to 
both Jew and Arab. Moreover, 
several members of the U.N.R. 
executive, including M. Debré, the 
Minister of Justice, who is tipped 
as future French Prime Minister, 
are also members of this Society, 


On Israel’s side, close relations 
with France are naturally regarded 
as most important, if not vital. 
There are few embassies in Paris 
more closely watched today by 
diplomatic correspondents than 
that of Israel. The frequent visits 
of Israeli leaders are additional 
evidence of the numerous ties— 
political, commercial, and cultural 
—already linking the two countries. 


To some extent, strange as it may 
appear, Israel’s battle in the forth- 
coming election is also being fought 
along the banks of the Seine, due 
to the conviction that the party 
which can. bring about an alliance 
with France will have a stronger 
claim on the Israeli voter. Both Mr. 


Ben-Gurion and Mr. Beigin have 


entered the field and are arraying 
their forces in the French capital. 
Mr. Beigin, as is known, is a close 
friend of M. Soustelle. 
fore claims much credit for the 


French leader’s warm support for 


He there- 


Israel’s cause. General de Gaulle is 
somewhat more cautious. He found 
no time to give an audience to. Mr. 
Beigin when the Israeli party leader 
visited France a few weeks ago. 
In refusing to see Mr. Beigin the 
General is said to have been moti- 
vated by his understanding of, and 
sympathy for, Mr. Ben-Gurion. He 
was unwilling to be drawn into the 
arena of party battles in Israel, a 
policy which he is so_ keenly 
anxious to maintain and follow in 
his own country. 


All Frenchmen, Jews included, 
readily admit that having. brought 
Stability to France in this’ transi- 
tional period from the Fourth to 
the Fifth Republic. General de 
Gaulle is anxious not to be identi- 
fied with any political party either 
at. home or, still less, abroad. Like 
Talleyrand in the critical days of 
the post-Napoleonic period, he is 
not a man of any party. system of 
government, or ideology. Again. 


like Talleyrand, he wants to be.

France "—-The Man of France.

FIGHT FOR DUTCH ORPHAN 


Anneke Beekman Case Disclosures.

AMSTERDAM 

“The case of the Dutch-Jewish war 
orphan, Anneke Beekman, who has 
been “missing” since 1949 and is 
reliably believed to be hidden in a 
Belgian convent, has again come 
before the public eye now that the girl 
has reached the age of 18, 

A Roman Catholic member of the 
Mr. B. G. M. 
Roolvink, has asked the Minister of 
Justice whether, now that Miss Beek- 
man has reached the age of 18, the 
Minister does not consider that steps 
should be taken “to free this young 
woman from the fear which 
apparently governs her and which 
necessitates her remaining in hiding 
abroad.” 

The M.P.’s questions prompted the 


Tegal representatives of the girl's 


surviving Jewish relatives and of the 
Board of Guardians,  Le’ezrath 
Hes and Mr. G. 
Polak—to hold a press conference 
last week. The two lawyers have tried 


settlement of the case, without 
publicity in the press, but all their 


efforts have been unavailing. 


Approach to Archbishop 


The most remarkable disclosure at 


- the conference was that the surviving 


relatives, in the autumn of 1956, 
approached the Roman Catholic Arch- 
bishop of Utrecht, Mgr. Alfrink, to 
express their disappointment .that the 
Dutch Archbishop, in contrast to 
Cardinal Gerlier, the Primate’ of 
Lyons, in the case of the Finaly 
brothers, had avoided any active inter- 
vention in the Anneke Beekman case, 


' though it was clear beyond doubt that 


the foster-mothers had acted in mis- 
guided religious fervour. They had 
also recalled that the girl had been 
baptised by her foster-mothers at the 


- age of nine, though they were not the 


lawful guardians of the child, and 
contrary to Canon Law. 

The Archbishop, Mr. Hes disclosed, 
had reacted in a friendly manner by 
granting an interview to the relatives, 
and after a lengthy and very amicable 
discussion, all concerned—the Arch- 
bishop, his Vicar-General, Mer. 
Hendriksen, the relatives of the girl, 


the legal guardians  (Le’ezrath 
Hayeled), and the legal representative 
of the relatives—had accepted the 
following four-point solution: (a) 
Le’ezrath Hayeled undertakes to place | 
the girl in the home of one of the rela- 
tives, which is Liberal Jewish ; (b) she 
would be left entirely free with regard 
to her personal religious convictions ; 
(c) the Van Moorst sisters (the former 
foster-mothers) would be enabled, in 
consultation with the above family, 
to have regular and normal contact 
with the girl; and (d) the relatives 
would support a request for a pardon 
for the two women (who, in abstentia, 


- added that 


_the press, 


had been given prison sentences for 
abducting a mingr). 


Proposal Declined 


Roman Catholic circles transmitted 
this proposal to the Van Moorst 
sisters. However, it became known in 
June; 1957, that the sisters were not 
prepared to accept it. The Vicar- 
General thereupon informed the rela- 
tives that it was a disappointment to 
the Archbishop and to him. He 
promised to continue his efforts to 
solve the problem. _ 

Those efforts, Mr. Hes stated, had 
not led to a favourable result. He 
Roman Catholic circles 
had continued tq keep in touch with 
the girl, and the result of that contact 
had been a note, said to have been 
written by the girl herself, in which 
she stated that she objected to return- 
ing “as Jong as the Jews have the 
guardianship over me.” In that note 
she accused “the Jews” of keeping 
her away from “‘home” all these 
years, 

Following this press conference the 
Vicar-General, Mgr. Hendriksen, 
in the daily Het PAROOL, accused Mr. 
Hes and Mr. Polak of “trying to 
catise a public commotion.” He did 
noi « eny that the information given by 
then: was generally correct, but he 
greatly regretted its release’ to 
of which he had been 
unaware in advance.

VIOLINIST’S GOLDEN JUBILEE 


Mischa Elman’s Triumphant Career

New YorRK 


A dapper, bald-headed little man 
stepped on to the rostrum of the 
famous Carnegie Hall here last Mon- 
day week, was greeted with a standing 
ovation by a huge audience, tucked 
his 1717 Recamier Stradivarius under 
his chin, and began his second half 
century as an instrumentalist on the 
American concert platform. 


It was just fifty years ago that 
Mischa Elman, as a_ curly-headed, 
round-faced boy of 17, made his con- 
cert début, Critics acclaimed the boy's 
performance as brilliant, and praised 
his “amazing technical precision ” 
and “ the beauty and poignancy of his 
tone.” 


Mellowing with the Years 


Mr. Elman’s artistry has mellowed 
with the vears. Apart from Fritz 
Kreisler, his has been the longest 
career as a concert violinist. His first 
performance was with the Russian 
Symphony Orchestra during its visit 
to New York, when he appeared as 
guest soloist and gave a performance 
of the Tchaikowsky Violin Concerto. 
“If I had not been a success that 
night,” he told an interviewer, “it 
would have made a difference to my 
entire career, and I would not be 
performing my golden jubilee con- 
cert.” He would have had to return 
to Europe, he said, where he had 
already attained considerable 
reputation as an instrumentalist. 

Ready to lend his art for a good 
cause, Mr. Elman has performed 
readily and willingly whenever asked 
by the United Jewish Appeal and the 
Israel Bond Organisation. At home, 


in -the entiré repertoire of music for 
the violin, the famous “ Elman tone ” 
scems to become richer and fuller 
he interprets such beautiful 
compositions as “ Kol Miare and 
Bloch’s “ Baal Shem.” 


“I still practise each day to keep 
my fingers supple,” he said. His 
four-year-old granddaughter reminds 
him “it’s time to practise, grandpa,” 
because she loves to hear him play. 
He stopped studying, he said, at the 
age of twelve. “ By then, it was really 
up to me to make the grade on my 
own.” 

Elman was just over four years 
of age when he first picked up the 
violin. After a féw years of private 
lessons, he was admitted to the Con- 
Servatoire St. Petersburg, Russia, 
where he was born. He made his 
début two years later, in 1904, in 
Berlin, under the guidance of the 
celebrated Leopold Auer, who was 
also Jascha Heifetz’s teacher. From 
Berlin he went on to other capitals 
where he was acclaimed as “a 
genius.” His London début was at 
the age of 14. He remembers this 
recital best: it was on that occasion 
that he discarded his white sailor suit 
for long trousers. 

He lives with his wife Helen, whom 
he met on a Europe-bound ship in 
1920, in an apartment on Central Park 
West which ‘houses his rare collection 
of bows worth about $100,000. He 
also has a rare ’cello and three price- 
less violins—the Recamier “ Strad” 


he used at his jubilee concert and. 


which once belonged to Napoleon 
and was given to him by Mrs. Elman 
soon after they were married in 1925 ;

gathered under this roof, original - 


documents and articles, as well as 
microfilm copies, but it is known that 
a vast amount of material exists to 
which there is no access, at any rate 
not yet. There are peoples in 
Europe who are not at all interested 
in any revelation of the truth; they 
would prefer to keep hidden for ever 
the stories of what happened to many 
Jews in their midst. 


Staff of Fifty 


Yad Veshem, the authority which 
thus came into being, took its name 
from Isaiah Ivi, 5—‘‘even unto them 
will 1 give a place and a name (a 
lasting memorial), better than of sons 
and daughters... .” Its head is Pro- 
fessor B. Dinur, former Minister of 
Education, and the Director General 
is Dr. J. Melkmann who was himself 
once an inmate of a. concentration 
camp, and came from Holland a year 
and a half ago to take up this post. 
They are ably assisted by Avraham 
Palmon, who came from Rumania in 
1938, and a staff of about fifty. é 

In 1943 Mordecai Shenhabi, ‘a 
member of Mishmar Haemek, pleaded 
with the then Vaad Leumi to take 
action to perpetuate the memory, of 
those who were being and had been 
wiped out.

Records of Communities 


Together with this work of 
ingathering, Yad Veshem distributes 
its own publications in Hebrew and 
English, both periodicals and books. 
Yad Veshem is, in addition, working 
on a number of joint projects with 
Yivo of the United States, with Dr. 
Jacob Robinson as the co-ordinator. 
Among them are the compilation of a 
bibliography of the books written on 
this period in all languages ; and the 
publication of Pinkas Kehillot, a 
record of all that can be known of 
the Jewish communities which for- 
merly existed, in. encyclopedia form: 
a card index of the places where 
Hitlerism spread contains already over 
30,000 names: a Statistical demo- 
grapical census before and after the 


attempt to annihilate the Jewish 
people. Two books of documents 
are being prepared, one is on 


Slovakian Jews, about whom most 
comprehensive archives exist, and the 
second on German persecution of 
Jews in Bavaria. 

Yad Veshem is also in constant 
contact with the Wiener Library in 
London, and has received helpful co- 
operation from the Jewish Historical 
Institution in Warsaw, where many 
original documents on the destruction 
of Polish Jewry have been collected. 


The German Government has also’ 


been helpful in this work, 

The regular budget for Yad Veshem 
was this year  1£561,000, plus 
1£450,000 for building. The Claims 
Conference coves fifty per cent, and 
of the remainder one-sixth is covered 
by the Jewish Agency and one-third 
by the Israeli Government.

ISRAELI SACRED MUSIC 


DECEMBER 19, 1958 


From PETER GRADENWITZ—Jerusalem 


The first Israeli Congress for Sacred 
Music was held at Jerusalem’s 
Heichal Shlomo in Chanucah week 
under the auspices of the Liturgical 
Music Institute which is sponsored 
by the Ministry for Religious Affairs 
and the Department for Biblical 
Culture in the Ministry of Education. 
Musicologists,. rabbis, cantors, and 
teachers were invited; and problems 
of interest for religious leaders in the 
field. of music were discussed during 
the seven sessions of the convention 
held at Jerusalem’s new Religious 
Centre. One concert of sacred music 
and an evening of oriental cantorial 
art rounded up the proceedings. 


Songs of Zion 


Organisation and realisation of the 
convention gave an impression of in- 
sufficient preparation and even impro- 
visation.

Aloof from Synagogues 


In debating the réle of the religious 
authorities in contemporary Israelj 
music, it was stressed that Israeli 
composers stand aloof from the syna- 
gogue as they have no opportunity to 
make their voice heard.

(particularly the U.S.A.), they are not 
commissioned to write for the relj- 
gious service, and the sacred works 
they compose independently are per- 
formed only in concerts but not 
admitted into the synagogue.

This cruise will assuredly have a wide 
communal appeal, because kosher 
food will be obtainable on board. 

In an official statement on the sub- 
ject the company, in order to 
avoid the slightest misunderstanding, 
observe: “We cannot supply\ kosher 
cooking utensils or kosher’ eating 
(table) utensils, but separate utensils 
can be used for the cooking. No 
kosher cooks are carried and we 
cannot assign one of the kitchen staff 
exclusively for this work, but 
arrangements can be made through 
the Chief Steward for one cook to 
receive instructions from the Jewish 
passengers as to how they wish their 
food prepared and cooked, and this 
cook will attend to their requirements 
within the scope of his ordinary 
duties. There is no kosher kitchen 
on the Andes, nor can special space 
be allotted in the kitchen for kosher 
cooking. Kosher stores can be stored 
on board apart from the ordinary 
stores, but within 
storerooms and -usual refrigerator 
chambers.” 


_ Encouraging Figures 


The reference made recently in this. 
column about the disappointment felt 
by some of the leading hoteliers in 
Israel at the lack. of full patronage 
of their establishments by overseas 
visitors to the country for the Tenth 
Anniversary celebrations has drawn 
the following comment from Mr. I. 
Zuriel, head of the Israeli Govern- 
ment Tourist Office in London: 

“ Although we of the 
Government Tourist Corporation also 
strive and wish for a larger tourist 
traffic to Israel, and will not be satis- 
fied until it reaches substantially 
higher proportions, we feel that there 
is no need at all to be disappointed 
with the figures, thus far, of the Tenth 
Anniversary year. Official statistics 
show that the number of tourists to 
Israel for 1958 is already almost 
70,000, as compared with 44,562 for 
the whole of 1957, an increase of 
57 per cent. The number of tourists 


from Britain for the same period is. 


4,947 in 1957, as compared with over 
7,000 in 1958. This figure will prob- 
ably constitute about 11 per cent of 
the world tourist traffic to Israel, and 
thus Britain will be the second largest 


source of traffic to Israel, after the

Indeed, so great 
is the traffic, actual and potential, to 
Israel that I believe there are ample 
opportunities for all companies operat- 
ing regular air services. 

The complaint. in these columns 
recently by a reader about the terms 
and conditions on which reduced 
winter ‘rates to Israel have to be 
accepted has not gone unheeded. 
“Mrs. Sless’s view of the situation 
interests me greatly,” says Mrs. Eileen 
Jackson, of the Ejay Travel Service, 
68 Blandford Street, W.1. She goes 
on: “J agree very much with most 
of what Mrs. Sless has to say, but 
most particularly in the point she 
makes about parents visiting children 
who have settled in Israel. During 
my recent visit to that country I 
discussed this particular problem 
with colleagues there, and we are now 
working on a scheme which would 
Operate in both. directions, 
parents to visit children and children 
to visit parents. At the moment the 
scheme is only in embryonic form, 
but the idea is to work out a system 
devised for these two 
groups.” 


Embarkation in Birmingham 


London is not the only centre from 
which tours to Israel are to be 
operated for next Pesach. A Birm- 
ingham agency, Ellis’s, of 44 Cannon 
Street (of which Mr. H. D. Ellis is 
the Managing Director), sends me the 
complete itinerary of the trip he is 
to run for ten days from April 19, 
1959, from Birmingham and Manches- 
ter. Using a four-engined pressurised 
Argonaut aircraft, passengers’ will 
embark in Birmingham at 8 a.m., and 
the Mancunians will join the ‘plane 
two hours later. Lunch and dinner 
will be served en route, which 
provides for a service stop at Brindisi, 
arriving at Tel Aviv at about 10.30 
the same evening. The places to be 
visited cover almost everything of 
interest in Israel, ranging from. 
Tiberias to Beersheba. The Tel Aviv 
hotels at which accommodation has 
been reserved include the Dan, 
Accadia Grand, Ramat Aviv, and the 
Park. The low inclusive fare of 


105 guineas provides the following : 


Manchester or Birmingham to Tel 
Aviv and return, by air, 44 lb. free 
baggage allowance; meals en route. 
For the higher grade accommodation 
there is an extra charge. ; 
Kosher meals are to be available 
for passengers of every international 
airline landing at Orly Airport, Paris. 
Up till now such meals were served 
only to the passengers of Israel's 
national airline, El Al; but owing 


- to the widespread demand the aiur- 


port’s kosher kitchen, which is under 
the supervision of the Paris Rab- 
binate, will in future provide meals 
on a much larger scale. 

Valuable stop-over facilities for 
those who. wish to go to Australia 
by way of South Africa are provided 
by the services of South African Air- 
ways. The route from London is 
via the East or West coast of Africa 
to. Johannesburg, and thence by way 
of Mauritius and the Cocos Islands 
to Perth, Western Australia. Other 
places on the route at which one can 


alight and rejoin the service at a later ~ 


date include Amsterdam, Frankfort, 
Ziirich, Rome, Athens, Kano, Khar- 
toum, Leopoldville, Nairobi, and 
Salisbury, Rhodesia.

“WHAT IS THE 
ANSWER? 


ON the adjoining page there is 
printed Brian Glanville’s interview 


“with Wolf Mankowitz, the first in 


a series entitled “ The Man Behind 


the Pen,” which is intended to 
present to our readers the aititudes. 


taken up by the younger genera- 
tion of Jewish writers in England 
to Judaism and the Jewish commu- 
nity. The views which Mr. 
Mankowitz and those who will 
follow him express are their own. 
Generally their attitude is one of 
alienation and will give grounds for 
regret, but none for complacency. 
Their views may shock some 
provoke angry 
reactions, to suppress uncon- 
ventional opinions would be to 
retreat from our duty of stimulating 
fresh thinking on matters vitally 
affecting the contemporary Jewish 
scene. 


The question might be asked why 
a group of writers should be asked 
to present their views on Jewish 
life. It is not suggested that 
literary are _ necessarily 
equipped with specialised know- 
ledge of the subject, but neither 
are the great bulk of the members 
of the Anglo-Jewish community, 
young or old. Writers, like any 
other group, mirror the society in 
which they live. It may be that 
their calling withdraws them from 
the ordinary rut of life, but the 
thoughts which, through practice, 
they are able to make articulate 
more effectively than most men, 
usually reflect a wider but inchoate 
body of sentiment. 


It is obvious that these are not 
the only opinions held by young 
Jews. Happily there are many 
with a positive: approach to our 
faith, but it would be an ostrich- 
like attitude to pretend that views 
such as’ those expressed this 
series are not prevalent among far 
too many of our younger 
intellectuals today. Moreover, the 
increased opportunities for univer- 
sity education, and the wide 
diffusion of a sophisticated culture, 
of which Jews are very ready to 
take advantage, make it likely that 
their prevalence will advance 
rather than diminish. It is alto- 
gether saddening that our “ angry 
young men” should show them- 
selves indifferent to the teachings of 


. Judaism when obviously they have 
made no attempt to acquaint them- © 


selves with those teachings. This 
calls for a change of heart on the 
part of no one but themselves. 
There comes to mind the career 
of Franz Rosenzweig who, standing 
on the brink of apostasy. sud- 
denly thought that, before being 
baptised, he should learn something 


about the religion he proposed to 


desert, and in consequence lived to 
be one of the greatest Jewish 
thinkers of his generation. Or one 
may be reminded of Herzl, another 
assimilated Jew, who found his 
soul in working to revive the Jewish 


national ideal. 


To deplore the attitude of this 
generation is not enough: we must 
endeavour to change it. If we feel 
that young men would not be 
alienated from Judaism if they 
knew more about it, then we must 
endeavour to teach them. We dare 
not permit defections through 
ignorance or indifference which 
fead_to intermarriage and assimila- 
tion. Judaism prizes learning 
highly, but it is not an exclusive 


club whose portals are barred to 


those who cannot show _ their 
diplomas. It is to be expected of 
the modern rabbi that he should 
extend a warm hand of welcome. 
There is no need for him to 
smooth away the stark imperatives 
of religious teaching, but he must 
not regard the unlettered or the 
unbelieving as outside the scope of 
his understanding aid. The sick- 
ness from which Judaism in 
England jis suffering shows itself, 
among other ways, in an attitude 
of aloofness to the perplexed. The 
interviews which we begin to pub- 
lish today are not a rémedy: they 
do not even purport to be a 
diagnosis. If they bring home the 
fact that the symptoms exist, then 
diagnosis and é¢ven remedy may 
follow. In short, they are a 
challenge! 


Palestine Appeal, as_its 


WOMEN’S LEAD 


THE Federation of Women 
Zionists is to be congratulated on 
the public spirit it has shown in 
inviting the Women’s Centenary 
Appeal Committee of the Jewish 
Board of Guardians to participate 
in the Jewish Women’s Week Cam- 
paign next May. This year the 
campaign raised almost £32,000 for 
the benefit of women and children 
in Israel. The effect of the arrange- 
ment described in the announce- 
ment on our front page today is 
that, for ‘the next campaign, a 
special “birthday gift” will be 
allocated to our major domestic 


charity from the London house-to- 
house collection. 


Too often philanthropic work 
which should command the support 
of all generous persons, irrespec- 
tive of ideologies, is thwarted by 
partisan and rival efforts. In the 
field of Zionist activity the Joint 
Palestine name 
implies, is a combined fund-raising 
activity limited to the specific 
cause of aiding Israel. But compe- 


_ tition has sometimes been suggested 


between organisations working for 
Israel and those concerned with 
the needs of British Jewry. Such 
rigid dichotomy between Israeli and 
Anglo-Jewish interests jis basically 
false. Both are eminently deserv- 
ing of the community’s whole- 
hearted support, and they are inter- 
related. It is self-evident that a 
strong and united Anglo-Jewish 
community can be of greater help 
to Israel than a weakened and 
divided one. For reasons which 
are based in the past but are cer- 
tainly not valid for the present and 
future, there has been too much 
of a “we” and “they” attitude 
On this subject. This attitude tends 
to create entirely unnecessary 
divisions within the community. 
Fund-raising is an important part 
of the life of Jewish communities 
in the Diaspora. It should and 
can be a unifying force enabling 
men and women holding differing 
views to work 
benefit of Jewish causes whether 
at home or abroad. In the United 


States, the establishment of the 


United Jewish Appeal has tended to 
have that result, and while we have 
a long way to go before unified 
fund-raising is adopted here. the 
example shown by the ladies, albeit 
on a small and temporary scale, 
is one which hopefully mav lead 
to bigger things. The decision of 
the Federation of Women Zionists 


is important, therefore, not merely: 


for the help it will give to the 
essential work of the Board of 
Guardians, but as a gesture which 


will helo to promote the unity of 
Anglo-Jewry. | 


HIAS 


Few Jewish philanthropic organi- 
sations have a prouder record in 
the humanitarian field than that of 
Hias, which is now celebrating its 
75th anniversary. Founded towards 
the end of last century to assist 


the flood of refugees fleeing from 


Tsarist pogroms, this valiant 
organisation has been ever ready 
to extend a helping hand to the 
destitute and needy escaping from 
terror and persecution. Having 
saved hundreds of thousands who 
sought refuge from Tsarist oppres- 
sion, Hias was called upon and 
readily gave succour to. even a 
larger number of Jews uprooted by 
the Bolshevik Revolution after the 
First World War. It helped to find 
them «new homes in ‘America, 
Canada, and Australia, carrying on 
the same magnificent task of rescue 
of the survivors from the Nazi 
holocaust. Only a little- while ago 
Hias rendered immediate aid to 
several thousand Jews forced to 
escape from Hungary after the 
revolution, and many more thou- 
sands driven out by Nasser’s anti- 
Jewish brutalities. On its 75th 
anniversary Jews the world over 
will want to express their gratitude 
and good wishes. The organisation 
itself would, however, devoutly 
concur in hoping that the future 
for Jewry may be one of peace 
and security when Hias will no 
longer need to perform the mitzva 
of hachnasat orchim.

result the Conference of Provincial 
Representative Councils will take 
up in Hull in January, 1959, a 
problem which it left in Leeds in 
October, 1957, and whose solution 
has advanced not one iota during 
the intervening period.

the evidence suggests the confusion 


of organisations animated by a 
desire to fatten thin agendas, but 
with little sense of purpose. It 
does not follow that because they 
work -in the provinces the Provin- 
cial Representative Councils are 
the bodies best fitted to handle this 
problem. These Councils are 
consultative rather than executive 


in their functioning, and by their 


very nature they exist. only in the 
larger provincial communities 
whose record does not suggest any 
excess of.zeal in sending ministers 
and teachers or otherwise main- 
taining a corporate Jewish life 
among small scattered groups of 
Jews beyond their parochial 
boundaries. On the other hand, if 
the problem is to be tackled 
seriously the active help of London- 


based organisations, such as Jews’ - 


College, the Jewish Memoria! 
Council, and the Central Council 
for Jewish Religious Education, 
will be needed. 
Dr. Miller’s constructive suggestion 
of fact-finding survey was 
brushed aside last Sunday. That, 


together with the investigation of 


what is being done in France and 
Holland, and a pilot project in this 
country, are the obvious first steps. 


WALTER ELLIOT 


WHEN Walter Elliot died earlier 
this year, British public life was 
deprived of a fine and _ noble 
character. His friends and admirers 
have rightly felt that his name 
should be suitably honoured and 
they have issued an appeal for a 
library at Glasgow 
University. In a letter in last week's 
issue, Sir Maurice Bloch called for 


the collaboration of members of the 


Jewish community in giving effect 
to this splendid project. It is a 
cause which we would warmly 
commend to the attention and 
generous support of our readers. 
Walter Elliot was a lifelong friend 


.of the Jewish people and for long 


years an ardent advocate of the 
Zionist movement. His interest in 
the Jewish national home  origi- 
nated from the time when he came 
under the influence of. Blanche 
Dugdale. Like her, he was a 


deeply devout Christian, and he. 


admired the Jewish people for their 
staunch adherence to their own 
beliefs. He used to 
emphasise that the three chief pro- 
tagonists of the Balfour Declara- 
tion—Balfour the Scotsman, Lloyd 
George the Welshman, and Smuts 
the South African—were all repre- 
sentatives of small nations, and 


that to all of them the Bible was a 


living reality and the rebirth of 
Israel the fulfilment of the Book. 
He seized every opportunity, both 
in Parliament and _ outside, to 
express support of Israel and con- 
stantly appealed for a strengthening 
understanding 
between the Jewish State and 
Britain. There must be many in 
our community who will desire to 
be associated with this memorial to 
so true a friend.

He writes that “it is rather mis- 
leading to find Tulkarm and Jenin

This is not correct. Table in 
my article clearly shows that both 
these places were not included by me 
among the cities in Israel; only their 
surrounding areas, belonging now to 
Israel, were referred to in the special 
column “ Rural Districts.” 

Mr. Hough further writes: “In the 

case of Tulkarm it is understandable 
[that its rural district be included], as 
this place is practically on the border. 
Jenin, however, is some four miles 
from the border, so it might have 
been better if the district had been 
referred to as Afula.” 
, Of course, | am aware that Jenin 
is some five kilometres (not four 
miles!) from the nearest Israeli 
border: but I also know that Afula 
is nine kilometres from the nearest 
Arab point. 

On the other hand, Jenin ° was. 
during the Mandatory period, the 
centre of the Jenin Administrative 
District. Afula was not such a 
centre ; it belonged to the administra- 
tive area of Nazareth. 

The statistics which I] quoted from 
official British sources are based on 
the administrative boundaries which 
existed until 1948.

Sir,—Dayan Swift, | am sure, would 
be the first to agree to the value of 
the principle of freedom of criticism. 
But, apart from what seems to be a 
lack of derech eretz in his distasteful 
criticism of a man of Mr. Ben- 
Gurion’s calibre, there are other points 
raised by the Dayan (as reported in 
last week’s issue).

“Any survival is valid. By and 
large there'll be more life in those 
who don’t conform. They may 
help the group to survive, and this 
is their historical importance. I 
expect from time to time to be 
rejected by the Jewish community, 
just as I expect to be rejected by 
other sections of the public. The 
public expects you to be a vocal 
representative of themselves. 
When you don’t, they develop an 
anxiety reaction which may do 
more good.” 
As for the North-West London 
Jewish community, although he 
himself lived in Hampstead he 


play any part in Jewish communal 
affairs, just as I play very little part 
in other communal affairs. I don’t 
know what the .Anglo-Jewish com- 
munity is doing, or what it thinks 
it’s doing. Its concept of religion 
is not mine, its social life is of ne 
interest to me.

Jewish Relics at Worms 


HE oldest Jewish cemetery in 

’ Germany, indeed in Europe, 
is at Worms, the Rhine town 
which was a great imperial city of 
the Middle Ages, greater than 
Frankfort. And one of the old- 
est synagogues was there till 
that terrible night of November, 
1938, when the Nazi mobs burnt 
down every synagogue on which 
they could lay their hands. It was 


an historical building, dating from 
the tenth or eleventh century ; and. 


attached to it was the “ Kapelle 
of Rashi, the former Beth Hami- 
drash or Yeshiva. Near by was, 
and is, the women’s ritual bath— 
Mikva (which could not be des- 
troyed)—deep down in the earth by 
an ancient well, reached by a flight 
of steps. 


Risked Life 


The Curator of the Museum in 
1938, Dr. Ilaert, is the Curator 
today. He had a scholar’s love for 
the Jewish antiquities of the his- 
torical city, which were an essential 
part of the city of the Nibelungs, 
the Emperors, and of Luther. 
Risking his life on that November 
night, he reasoned with the hooli- 
gans and struggled to check their 
arson, telling them that the syna- 
gogue was one of the precious 
things of Germany. He failed to 
turn them back, but he did save the 
stones with inscriptions, and 
the chair of Rashi which was in 
the “ Kapelle,” and the magnificent 
illuminated Machzor, which was 
attributed to the age of Rashi. 
They were safely deposited in the 
Museum and protected from the 
ruffians’ lust for destruction. He 
saved, too, the famous archives of 
the community and hid them away 
in the Cathedral. It was a sore 
grief to him when, after protracted 


negotiations, they were transferred °

to Jerusalem to be included in the 
central. archives of the Yad 
Vashem; he has received in their 
place microfilm copies. It was a 
sore grief, also, that the illuminated 
prayer-book was taken to Jeru- 
salem ; but he has received a copy 
which looks like the original. At 
least he has been able to keep the 
Rashi chair. 


Historical Records 


The Jewish Trust 
through its branch in the French 
Zone of Occupation, claimed the 
archives from the town of Worms, 
and from a few Jews who had 
come back after the deliverance. 
Town congregation were 
anxious that the historical records 
should stay in the place where the 
life of the Jewish community had 
been almost continuous for a 
thousand years. They felt, too, a 
sense of gratitude to the devoted 
Curator, who had saved them by 
his personal efforts and courage. 
But the sentiment for gathering the 
whole corpus of German-Jewish 
Original documents in Israel was 


too strong. 


The German Federal Govern- 
ment, as well as the Municipality of 
Worms, are concerned to make 
reiribution, so far as human. skill 


will allow, for the destruction of 


the precious antiquities. The 
synagogue and the “ Kapelle” are 
being rebuilt, and special archi- 
tects have been called in for the 
restoration. Dr. Ilaert again con- 
trived to salvage some monu- 
mental stones and a few mouldings 
and ornaments, and they wil! be 
incorporated in the new structure. 
The “Kapelle” and the Mikva 
will be scrupulously restored: and 
the visible memorial of Worms 
Jewry will remain, even though no 
Jews live in the town. Visitors 


come now in hundreds to see the 


ruins. They will come in thousands 
to see the new-old synagogue. 
The cemetery, however, is the 
unique memorial, and that cannot 
be transferred to Israel. The 
earliest tombstones in it go back 
to the tenth century. Its size, too, 
is impressive. Compared with the 
old Jewish graveyard in Prague, it 
is three or four times as big. The 
Judengasse of Worms must have 
been one of the m@st important in

the Rhine towns. Dr. Illaert esti- 
mates that 2,000 to 3,000 lived in 
it; nearly as many as the inhabi- 
tants of Canterbury in the Eliza- 
beihan Age. It lay outside the 
original walled city, though it is but 
a few hundred yards from the great 
Cathedral (Dom). The stones, 
which are mostly of red sandstone, 
are not arranged in any order, and 
no paths run between them. They 
are just scaitered over the _ field, 
and there are big gaps where grave- 
robbers carried away the monu- 
ments for base uses. 


The area. 


was called in the medieval docu- 
ments “The Holy Sand,” and the 
tradition is that earth was brought 
to it from the Land of Israel. 
Twelve of the stones which stand 
are of the eleventh century, fifty 
of the twelfth century. One part 
of the cemetery is called the 
Rabbinertal.” It contains the 
graves of some of the famous sages 
of the Middle Ages. 


Synagogue Restored 


The congregation at Worms 
sulfered at the time of the Refor: 
mation. Perhaps Luther, the hero 
of the town, where he made his 
great declaration of faith, excited 
the Christians against them. Like 
Mohammed he learnt much from 
the Jews, and used commentaries 
of Rashi in his German translation 
of the Hebrew Bible, but like 
Mohammed, when the Jews did 


not recognise the new prophet, he | 


denounced them savagely. The 
Synagogue and the cemetery were 
restored by one of the famous 
Hof-Jews, Oppenheim, in the early 
seventeenth century. 

Then in 1683 the French sacked 
the town and destroyed much of it, 
and a new congregation had to be 
formed. From then on till 1911 
the cemetery was used by the com- 
munity. 

The Nazis carried out no sys- 
tematic destruction, and now the 
prayer-room and the washing-place 
by the portal to the cemetery have 
been rebuilt, and the Rashi chair 
is placed there. 


It was said in 1934 that the 


Worms congregation celebrated its 


1,000th year when the Nazis cele- 
brated their first anniversary. It 
is symptomatic of the deep interest 
which Germans take in Jewish 
antiquity that in this year, 1958, 
a German historian, who js 
employed in the Archives. of 
Worms, has written a guide to the 
cemetery. And the whole place is 


under the care of the Municipality.

On Naming a 


Child

UR attention is constantly 
being drawn to the differ- 
ences that are springing up 
between Jews in the Diaspora and 
those in Israel. They arise in many 
departments of life and include all 
manner of subjects, from opinions 


as to the purpose and prospects of — 


Jewish existence and the place of 
religion and nationalism in Jewish 
life to such an apparently minor 
matter as the naming of a child. 
This latter formality has its own 
history which reflects the changes 
that have taken place in the beliefs 
and practices of Jewry during the 
last three thousand years. 


The commonest practice in Anglo-. 


Jewry today is to name a boy 
after his grandfather. This habit 
originated in Talmudic times and 
became common 
Ages. Side by side with the use 
of the grandfather’s Hebrew name 
it has become customary to give an 
English equivalent which really 
bears no relation to it whatsoever. 
Some examples may be given. For 
Solomon we have Sidney, which is 
a corruption of St. Dennis; for 
Aryeh, which means a lion, we 


have Louis, famous warrior; for 


Zvi, a hart, we have eraary. ‘ruler 
of the home. 


Popular in Britain 
It will thus be seen that there 


has grown up here the use of cer- - 


tain English names which have 
become almost 
Jewish but bear no relation to their 
Hebrew counterparts. Of course, 
side by side with these such purely 
Hebrew names as Adam, .Jacob, 
Joseph, Benjamin, David, Jonathan, 
Samuel, Daniel, Michael, and 
Raphael are being used. But a very 
good Aramaic name, Thomas, 
meaning a twin, is rarely given to 
a Jewish child. 


In regard to girls’ names it can- | 


not be said that there are any which 
are especially popular in Anglo- 


Jewish circles today, but the fol- 


lowing. Hebrew ones are in common 
use: Ann, Elizabeth 


Miriam, and their derivatives, Ruth, 
Sarah, and Susan. 

In Israel the old Biblical and 
rabbinic names are still in common 
use, but side by side with them 
have grown up a series of modern 
names. Some of them are com- 
posed to imitate scriptural names 
such as Uri, My light, Karniel, 


~God is my horn, Shefer, beauty. 


Others are common nouns. which 
have been transformed into proper 
nouns, such as Or, light, Yadid, 
beloved, Nir, fallow land. Some- 
times adjectives are used as names, 
such as Bahir, bright, Naaman, 
faithful, Raanan, flourishing. Verbs 
in various tenses and persons are 
also called into service—Yifrach, 


he will blossom, Mehullal, praised, 


Agil, 1 shall rejoice. 

. The resurgence of Israel is com- 
memorated in such 
Amichai, My people lives, Geulah, 
redemption, Tekumah, _ revival. 


Ideas Repeated 


Taking only one letter, Zayin, 
one finds such suggestive modern 
names as Zohar, brightness, Zoreach, 
glistening, Zorea, sowing, Zamir, 
nightingale, Zakuf, upright. The 
same ideas are repeated with prac- 
tically every letter of the alphabet 


and are indicative of the spirit of 


the Hebrew renaissance, and of the 
thoughts which animate the minds 
of the new settlers in Israel. | 

The question which the Jews in 
the Diaspora have to ask them- 
selves is whether they are ready 
to follow in the footsteps of their 
Israeli brethren. It has become 
the practice for many Jews who 
wish to emphasise the fact that they 
have Israeli citizenship or birth to 
retain the Hebrew form of their 
first name rather than its English 
equivalent, for instance, Moshe for 
Moses, Shlomo for Solomon, 
Eliahu for Elijah. 

The giving of personal names in 
Jewish life is governed by custom 
rather than by law. We have to 


ask ourselves whether the time has 


not come to jettison the names 
which have served for some 


hundreds of years and to adopt 


some more in keeping with the 
spirit of modern Jewish history,

HER LIFE AND WORK MAKE HISTORY 


By SADIE LEVINE 


To describe Lily Montagu in one short article is like trying to measure 
a giant with a foot-rule. To talk with her about her work of a lifetime 
in twenty minutes is equally ambitious, 

For twenty minutes was all the time we had together, when I called 
to see her in the little half-built synagogue off the Tottenham Court Road 


one afternoon last week. 


Not that she would have grudged me more of her time. 


In her 


crowded day, which begins, in the office department of her Bayswater 


home, at seven every morning, this 
extraordinary woman has time for 
everyone who needs her time. 
When I first saw her she was 
emerging from the shool in her 
ministerial robes, a statuesque and 
rather formidable figure. She had 
just officiated at a wedding. And 
Shortly she was to attend a lecture 
some distance away at the County 
Hall. 
I had come to talk with her‘about 
her life, which is legend; about her 
work, which has made history ; about 
her famous family. And to meet the 
sister, Marian (now 92), who had 
partnered her all their long lives 
together, content to be the “ back- 
room girl” without envy or jealousy 
or wish for established recognition.

Cut the remains of cold turkey or 


chicken into neat pieces and remove 


the skin. Season with salt and pepper, 
put on a dish and pour over 2 table- 
spoonfuls of salad oil mixed with the 
juice of a lemon. Let it stand in this 
marinade for half an hour, turning it 
over once or twice, then drain : dip in 
beaten egg (or eggless batter) and coat 
with dry breadcrumbs, Fry a golden 
brown in hot fat. 


Eggless Batter. Mix 2 oz. flour 
with 4 teaspoonful of salt, then 
gradually add sufficient cold water to 

1ix to a thin cream, about 4 pint. 


Savoury Goose Pie 


Put a layer. of sliced cold goose in 
a pie dish and spread with apple 
sauce; add another layer of goose 
and then cover with cold goose stuff- 
ing. Season with salt and pepper and 
pour over 2 or 3 tablespoonfuls of 
red wine or thick gravy. Cover with 


flaky pastry, decorate with pastry 


leaves and brush over with beaten 


egg. Bake until the pastry is cooked. 


—about 30 minutes. Start in a hot 
oven (475°-——Regulo No. 8) and when 
lightly browned reduce to moderate. 


Salads 


(1) Remove skin and bone from 
chicken (or turkey) and cut into neat 
pieces. Put a layer of tinned (or 
frozen) peas in a salad bowl, cover 
with sliced tomato, and lay the 
chicken on top. Coat with mayon- 
naise, surround with lettuce leaves 
and garnish with hard-boiled egg and 
sliced stuffed olives. 

(2) Remove all skin from chicken 
or turkey and cut it into dice; to 
2 cups add 1 cup of-diced heart of 


celery, a chopped apple, and a: few 


nuts. Moisten with salad dressing, 
surround with lettuce, and garnish 
with tomatoes and sliced, pickled 
cucumber. 


Chicken Loaf 


Minced chicken, 2 cupfuls; bread- 
crumbs, 1 cupful; chicken broth, 
+ cupful; a small onion; 2 eggs ; salt 
and pepper. 

If a slice or two of smoked beef or 
tongue is available this can be added 
to the other ingredients. 

CuHop the onion finely and cook in 
one tablespoonful of chicken fat over 
a very gentle heat for 5 minutes, Put 
the chicken and tonyue, or beef if 
being used, through — the 
machine, moisten breadcrumbs with 
hot chicken broth, let it stand for 5 
minutes, then add the minced chicken, 


onion, ‘and fat in which it was fried, 


and the beaten eggs, season with salt 
and pepper and mix thoroughly. Turn 
into a greased loaf tin and bake in a 
moderate oven till firm and _ lightly 


- browned—about 45 minutes. Turn 
- out and serve hot or cold. 


Fricassee 


Chicken (or turkey), b.; mush- 
rooms, 2 oz.; chicken broth, + pt.; 
margarine, | oz. ; flour, 1 oz. ; smoked 
tongue, 2 0z.; lemon juice, 1 table- 
spoonful; salt, pepper, chopped 
parsley ; toast for garnish. 

Cut the poultry and tongue into 
small dice, skin and chop the mush- 
rooms, and sauté in the margarine 
for 5 minutes, then stir in the flour 
and gradually ‘add the chicken broth ; 
stir till boiling then add the lemon 
juice, the chicken, tongue, and a little 
chopped parsley, season with salt and 
pepper and simmer very gently for a 
few minutes. Turn into a hot dish 
and garnish with triangles of thin 
toast.

Lack of Leaders to 
Blame 


Sirn,—The considerable publicity 
given in your columns to the closing 
of the Primrose Club should be turned 
to good account. There need be no 
argument about the reasons for this 
sad event. Lack of sufficient leader- 
ship was the cause and, let there be 
no mistake about it, the same cause 
is endangering the continued existence, 
and js already impairing the useful- 
ness, of even some of the famous old 
clubs mentioned by your reporter. 
* 1 am quite sure that the Manage- 
ment Committee of the Primrose 
Club, if it had been convinced of the 
worthiness of its cause and had been 
spurred on by the enthusiasm engen- 
dered py good leadership, could and 
would have raised sufficient money to 
carry on the club. 

In the early 1930s it became clear 
to those of us then responsible for 
the A.J.Y. that a club was desperately 
needed in the Stamford Hill area 
where. no club at that time existed. 
The argument used against our pro- 
ject was precisely the one reported 
to be used about North-West London 
today. However, we persisted and 
the Stamford Hill Jewish Boys’ Club 
was founded in 1934, This was fol- 
lowed very shortly by the establish- 
ment of the North-West Jewish Boys’ 
Club in Cricklewood, and a year later 
by athe Hackney clubs. These three 
clubs had desperate financial struggles, 
and it must be remembered that in 
the days of their beginning there was 
no Jewish Youth Fund in existence ; 
they have survived. . 

In the 1930s there were not too 
many club managers; there were just 
enough and perhaps to spare. In 
these days it seems that young men 
are not prepared to offer their services 
and sacrifice their own leisure for 
work in clubs. It is this state of 
affairs which must be remedied. The 
need ‘for clubs is as great as ever, 
though the needs of their members 
may have changed. A club must offer 
something which all the money in the 


- pockets of young people today can- 


not. buy, namely, good leadership and 
wise guidance. Most young men in 
their 20s have something of these 
gualities to_offer. though they may not 
realise it themselves. | 

I venture to hope that the regret- 
table ending of the Primrose Club will 
highlight this dire need and encourage 
some of the modest and hitherto retir- 
ing volunteers to offer their services. 
I cannot promise glamour, but hard 
work and some fun in the doing of it.

REPRESENTATION 
ON DEPUTIES 


Inquiry Commission 
Urged 
Sir,-I was present at the interesting 


lecture by Mr. H. A. Goodman at the 
new West End Synagogue Communal 


Centre. It is perhaps regrettable that 


in your report you did not mention 
that Mr. Goodman stated that the 
Knesset manages to carry on with 
120 Members, despite the fact that it 
has some ten parties and splinter 
parties to represent, whereas the 
Board of Deputies has over 400 
members, 

While it is true that in recent years 
the number fluctuated somewhat, it is 
equally a fact that the membership 
of the Board has increased by 50 per 
cent since pre-war years, although the 
Anglo-Jewish Association, which was 
then represented, has withdrawn. 

Mr. Super (who wrote last week) 
will agree that jt is fantastic to find 
very small East End synagogues, 
which barely muster a minyan on 
weekdays and even with difficulty on 
Sabbaths, represented by four or five 
Deputies. anybody seriously 
believe that Australia, South Africa, 
and New Zealand, which have their 
own representative bodies, really wish 
to have spokesmen at 
House Mr. Super ‘confirms that 
“the Board does on occasion give 
the impression that it is more inter- 
ested in the wellbeing of the Jews of 
Israel than in that of the Jews in 
Britain.’ -In your columns recently 
Mr. Percy Cohen categorically stated 
that every committee of the Board 
contained a majority of nominees of 
the Zionist caucus. is this a healthy 
State of affairs ?

MR. S. L. BENSUSAN 


Mr. Samuel Levy Bensusan, J.P.., 
who died on Thursday of last week, 
at the age of 86, was a versatile 
writer who was editor of the weekly 
JEWISH WoRLD in 1897 and 1898. 

Another journal he edited was the 
THEOSOPHICAL REViEW (from 1925 
till 1928), and his contributions to 
newspapers and magazines included 
musical criticism:for the JLLUSTRATED 
LONDON News, SKETCH, and VANITY 
Fair, and articles as special corre- 
spondent in Morocco, Spain, Por- 
tugal, Italy, Germany, and Canada. 

Painting and painters were. other 
subjects of his pen.

From 1919 to 1921 he was Adviser 
to. the Publications Branch of. the 
Ministry of Agriculture and the 
Ministry of Transport. 

Mr. Bensusan was born in London 
and was educated at the City of Lon- 
don and Great Ealing Schools. He 
was a member of the Spanish ard 
Portuguese Congregation.

OBITUARY 


MR. WILFRED SAMUEL 


Mr. Wilfred Samuel, the Chairman 
and one of the founders of the Jewish 
Museum, died in London on Satur- 
day at the age of 72. Very few 
members of the Anglo-Jewish com- 
munity were as knowledgeable about 
the details of its history as Mr. 
Samuel. He was actively 
interested in several communal 
institutions and, outside the com- 
munity, was a member of learned 
and antiquarian societies. 

Wilfred Sampson Samuel was born 


in London, the son of a city merchant, . 


Sampson Samuel, who sent him, for 
part of his education, to Belgium and 
Germany. His career began at a 
firm of musical instrument makers 
founded by his grandfather. After- 
wards he became a member of 
Lioyd’s. 

Developing an interest in Anglo- 
Jewish history, he joined the Jewish 
Historical Society, and later became 
a member of its Council and a con- 
tributor to its Transactions of many 
papers, the results of his keen 
researches. In 1924 he published 
* The First London Synagogue of the 
Resettlement,” a description of - the 
Sephardi Synagogue in Creechurch 
Lane, in the City, established in 1657. 

Mr. Samuel was born into the 
Ashkenazi community, but as a result 


of his associations with the Spanish 


and Portuguese Congregation for his 
historical work he joined that con- 
gregation, to which he gave many ser- 
vices aS a member of its Records 
Committee. 

Together with Dr. Cecil Roth and 
the late Sir Robert Waley Cohen, 
Mr. Samuel founded 
Museum in 1932 at the new com- 
munal. centre, Woburn House. It 
developed from a nucleus provided 
by the private collections of Mr. 
Arthur Franklin and Mr. Arthur 
Howitt. Mr. Samuel, by his efforts 
and appeals as Chairman, added many 
pre-Victorian pieces to the collection, 
some of them coming from owners 


of items that had been lent to the 


Anglo-Jewish Exhibition of 1887. 
He was constantly appealing for 
more interest to be taken by the com- 
munity in the varied and often beauti- 
ful Jewish antiquities on display and 
was frequently on hand himself ‘to 
guide those: who came. They were 


greatly impressed, as a rule, by this - 


dapper, energetic figure and the extent 
of his information. The visitors 
included many groups school- 


the Jewish 


children and youth club members 
and quite a number of interested non- 
Jews. One of many distinguished 


_ people to be received by Mr. Samuel 


was the late Queen Mary, who, in 
1937, paid a surprise visit to the 
Museum, staying over an hour and 
asking Mr. Samuel many questions. 

Mr. Samuel was a member of the 
Executive Committee of the Jewish 
Memorial Council, which administers 
the museum. He was also a member 
of the Council of Jews’ College, 
the Anglo-Jewish Association, and 
the Jewish Lads’ Brigade, and of the 


Committee of the Jewish Book Coun- 
cil. More recently he served on the 
Executive Committee of the Anglo- 
Jewish Tercentenary Council. 

His interests beyond the community 
are shown by his membership of the 
committees of the Society of Genealo-, 
gists, the British Archeological 
Association, the Council for the 
Preservation of Business Archives, 


and the Records Preservation Section . 


of the British Records Association. 
He was a Fellow of both the Royal 
Historical Society and the Society of 


_ Antiquarfies. 


In the First World War Mr. Samuel 
served first as a driver in the H.A.C, 
and later as an officer. During the 
last war he was a Lieut.-Commander 
in the R.N.V.R. 

He is survived by his wife (who, 
before their marriage, was Miss Viva 
‘Blashki, of Sydney, N.S.W.) and three 
sons. 


CAPTAIN EMMANUEL MICHAELS 


The death at Folkstone last week of 
Captain Emmanuel Michaels, D.C.M.., 
at the age of 62, will come as a shock 
to his many comrades in the Associa- 
tion of Jewish Ex-Servicemen and to 
many others who had the privilege of 
knowing him and his magnificent 
record of service to his country and 
the community, writes Mr. FRANK 
RENTON. 


At the outbreak of the First World 
War Emmanuel Michaels was a mem- 
ber of the Stepney Jewish Lads’ Club 
and a protégé of. the late Captain 
Denzil Myer, and although only 17} 
years of age in- 1914, he enlisted as a 
private in the King’s Royal Rifles. In 
the memorable battle of Hill 60 in 
1916 he was awarded the Distin- 
guished Conduct Medal for con- 
spicuous bravery and was deemed to 
be one of the youngest soldiers ever 
to receive this decoration. After 
several mentions in dispatches in the 
course of his service in France and 
Flanders, Emmanuel Michaels was 
granted a commission on the field for 
valour and was attached ig the Irish 
Rifles. 


Thrice wounded in battle, this 
indomitable soldier, after several 
spells in military hospitals, refused a 
staff job and continued active service 
in the firing line. In early 1918 he 
the French Croix de 


Gnerre and promoted to the rank of 


Captain. 
On his’ return to. civilian life 
Emmanuel Michaels threw himself 


wholeheartedly into communal work, 
and at the height of the Nazi perse- 
cution of German Jewry he became 
one of the leaders of a crusade. 


- for the boycott of German goods and 


services. When Sir Oswald Mosley 
Started his virulent antisemitic cam-.- 
paign in Britain, Michaels gave his 
services to the Board of Deputies’ 
anti-defamation campaign, and I well 
recall the jeering fascist Jew-baiters 
who nightly gathered round his plat- 
forms at street corners all over the 
Metropolis. 

Although well past military age at 
the outbreak of the Second World 
War, Emmanuel Michaels closed down 
his business and enlisted in the R.A.F. 
He was mentioned in dispatches 
several times and rose to the rank. of 
Squadron Leader. 


DR. COLEMAN PHILLIPSON 


Dr. Coleman Phillipson, barrister 
and Professor of Law,died at Torquay 
on Thursday of last week at the age 
of 83, reports our local correspondent. 

Dr. Phillipson, who was born in 
Leeds, emigrated to Australia and 
became Dean of the Faculty of Law of 
the University of Adelaide. He was 
an authority on International Law. 


THE REV. A. GOTLOIB 


The Rev. A. Gotloib, chazan and 
secretary of the New Beth Hame- 
drash, Montague Road. Dalston, E.8, 
died last Friday at the age of 66.

THE SEPHARDI LITURGY 


By HUGH HARRIS 


Book of Prayer of the Spanish and 
Portuguese Jews’ Congregation, 
London: Vol. I, Daily and Occasional 
Prayers.

This first volume of the revised 
edition of its liturgy finely reflects 
two Sephardi characteristics—rever- 
ence for ancient tradition combined 
with respect for, modern scholarship. 
It reprints in full the Rev. D. A. de 
Sola’s preface to the first edition of 
1837 and Haham Moses Gaster’s 
preface to the earlier revised edition 
of 1901. The members of the Society 
of Heshaim, who have prepared this 
edition under the supervision of the 
Haham, modestly state that they owe 
everything to their predecessors and_ 
claim no originality for their work. 


Actually, however, their labour of 


love has effected many felicitous 
improvements which show them to be 
worthy successors to the men of 
earlier generations. 

Careful corrections and revisions of 
the Hebrew text have been made. 
together with the insertion of 
additional accents and clearer rubrics. 
The English _ translation has been 
skilfully recast in order to give it 
some of the generally accepted 
rhythm of English prose writing. For 
the numerous Biblical passages. fre- 
quent use ‘has been made of the 
American Jewish translation. Other 
sources drawn upon for the English 
translation have included the standard 
Singer version of the Ashkenazi Daily 
Prayer Book in Britain, and Dr. David 
de Sola Pool’s American edition of 
the Sephardi rite. 


Prayer for Israel 


Perhaps the most conspicuous addi- 
tion. is the introduction of the 
* Prayer for the Land of. Israel.” 
*“Maoz Tsur” also appears for the 
first time, as this Ashkenazi Chanucah 
hymn is frequently sung by English 


Sephardim. On the other hand. 
Psalm cCxXvi now disappéars as a 


Sabbatical introduction to the Grace 
after Meals. The prayers for a journey 
and for a sea-voyage are not yet 
supplemented by one. for air-travel. 

Sometimes it seems to have been 
felt by the revisers that a paraphrase, 
rather than exact translation, 
would - bettcr represent the original, 
as: “ Blessed art Thou, O Lord, our 
God, King of the universe, who hast 
set upon me the obligations of a 
man.” At the same time, however. it 
has not always been recognised that 
the average worshipper is apt to be 
confused by literal renderings which 
require a footnote or a cross-reference 
to explain them. In order to avoid 
such confusion, “make single- 
hearted” might perhaps have been 
preferable to “unite our hearts” 
(p. 28);. and in Psalm Ixxxvi, 2 


“godly” preferable to “holy” (p. 51). 
Occasionally, also, well-intentioned 
changes have gone astray, as: 
* Blessed art thou. O Lord, who will 
rebuild Jerusalem ” (pp. 33, 73). 


In. a great many passages one is 
glad to find the supersession of archaic 


or outmoded words suchas 
“froward” and “pristine.” More 
natural grace and spontaneity of 


expression are apparent in the revised 
translation than in the earlier version:

(1796-1860), who edited and 
translated the Sephardi Liturgy, 
1836-38 


e.v., * Blessed be God. in whose abode 
(instead of habitation) ts joy. of whose 
gifts we have eaten (instead of par- 
tuken) and through whose great 
(instead) of abundant) goodness we 
live.” The general effect has been to 
produce a book that will appeal more 
immediately to the heafts of present- 


_ dav worshippers. 


A valuable appendix of music and 
tunes, compiled by Mr. Jacob Hadida, 
late choirmaster of the congregation, 
enhances this work. This has been 
greatly enlarged and now includes the 
cantillation for the Scriptural read- 
ings. The tables of  calendrical 


information have been brought up to 


date. so as to extend till 5770-2010 
(but on page 226 an unfortunate error 
equates 5767 with 1957). 


Reference to the Hebrew title-page 


indicates that the word Heshaim repre- 
sents OYA PY. On behalf of the 


ancient Society of Heshaim, the 
preface is signed by Mr. R..N. 


Carvalho,’ Thesoureiro Do Heshaim,” 
and it is jnteresting to note that in 
this Society the Treasurer is senior to 
the Parnas. Under the over-all super- 
Vision and guidance of the Haham, 
Mr. Carvalho and his colleagues have 
produced a work that will bring 
renewed inspiration to all users of 
the Sephardi liturgy. 


SPINOZA’S PHILOSOPHY 


Benedict de Spinoza. By 
University 
Athlone Press. 25s,

Spinoza is a difficult philosopher, 


and some of his expositors are almost 
as hard to understand as he is himself. 
Professor Hallett, who has spent a 
lifetime of study on Spinoza, made 
no concessions to the reader in his 
earlier book, “* Aeternitas.” He has 
now written another, which is more 
intelligible but by no means easy 
reading. 
Professor Hallett’s interpretation of 
Spinoza is strikingly different from 
those of other expositors. It is also 
far more acceptable as a philosophic 
doctrine. Right from the start, and 
throughout the book, Professor 
Hallett stresses Spinoza’s conception 
of existence as activity, and_ this 
emphasis is without doubt salutary. 
He is very helpful indeed on 


RAPHAEL 


Spinoza’s doctrine of truth and error. 
Our everyday ways of 
what Spinoza calls “ imagination “— 
are the result of “self-reference ” 
instead of “reference to God.” This 
accounts for our seeing real existence 
(“eternity under the distorted form 
of temporal existence. It-also accounts 
for the desire for self-preservation 
that is sO prominent in Spinoza’s 
psychology and ethics. It follows that 
Spinoza’s ethical doctrine jis not 
basically egoistic, as is commonly 
supposed. Nor is it deterministic—an 
even more surprising conclusion. 

As Professor Hallett says, expositors 
have tended to foist their own precon- 
ceptions upon Spinoza. He himself 
is not entirely free from this tendency. 
The Spinoza that emerges from these 
pages is Hallett’s Spinoza. Still it is 
probably nearer than other interpreta- 
tions to Spinoza’s Spinoza in some of 
the most fundamental matters.

All But My Life. By G. W. KLEIN.

This is the story of a very gifted 
girl, born and educated in a Polish 
middle-class family, who was fifteen 
years old when the war started and 
twenty-one on the day she was 
liberated. She went through labour 
and concentration camps, saw almost 
all. her friends fall by the wayside, 
and was one of the few to survive the 
death-march of thousands and thou- 
sands of girls and live to see the day 
when the Allies’ finally entered 
Germany. 

Reading this story of horror one 
simply cannot conceive how a human 
being could survive all this and still 
retain her sanity. And, above all, it 
is hard to understand how Gerda can 
tell her story in all its cruel detail, 
almost dispassionately and without 
self-pity. 


Troubled Parents 


While reading this book a discus- - 


sion in this paper a few weeks back 
was brought to my mind. Some 
troubled parents had written to THE 
JEWISH CHRONICLE to say how much 
they. regretted that the unspeakable 
atrocities committed by German. war 
criminals were reported in such detail. 
They felt that it was bad for their 
children to read about these sadistic 
deeds, and asked THe Jewish 


. CHRONICLE to stop printing them. 


But THe JEWISH CHRONICLE did 
not—and, having read every page of 
Gerda Klein’s story of horror, | feel 
more than ever that it was right, 
How can the new generation ever 
grasp. the significance of what 
happened in our time and to our 
brethren if they are, not given the 
opportunity to read about it? “* For- 
give but don't forget” is the title of 
a book written by Mme Salvesan, 
who went through a similar experi- 
ence to that of Gerda Klein. But how 
can one remember what one never 
knew ?

is even vaguely aware of the teachings 
of modern psychology. Rabbi Drazin 
also tells many anecdotes in praise of 
Rabbi Drazin ; it is quite clear that he 
finds the subject interesting. 

1 am surprised to find how few of 


the 144 pages he, an Orthodox Rabbi. 


devotes to the laws. of Taharat 
Hamishpacha. These laws, and their 
purpose, are conveyed superficially in 
a few pages ; yet again and again the 
author gives case histories and quotes 
authorities to stress the undisputed 
fact that sexual maladjustment -is a 
frequent cause of unhappy marriages. 


Medical Works 


There is no shortage of good works 
written by medical men with high 
qualifications, which deal with sex 
problems far more competently than 
this book does. I can see nothing in 
it that has not already been stated 
more clearly and with greater 
authority by others. Rabbi Drazin 
might well learn from other authors 
how to be frank without being crude. 

That there is reom and need for 
books dealing frankly and whole- 
somely with these problems from the 
Jewish religious point of view I do not 
doubt, but this publication does not 
serve that purpose. I must express my 
amazement that such scholars and 
men of stature as Dr. Samuel Belkin, 
President of Yeshiva University of 
America, and Dr, Leo Jung, former 
President of the Rabbinical Council 
of America, should have written in 
praise of this book. 1 admire their 
loyalty to colleagues, though I con- 
sider it misplaced in this instance.

FILMS OF THE WEEK 


The Great Dictator (“U”), one of 
Charlie Chaplin’s most inspired films, 
is being revived for a season at the 
London Pavilion, Piccadilly Circus, 
W. Does it stand up to the test of 
time? The answer is, almost, but 
not quite. 

The picture was reviewed in THE 
JEWISH CHRONICLE in 1940, a period 
of national anxiety. I mention this 
to emphasise that the effect of the 


film today must inevitably be quite 


different from that of its original pre- 
sentation. A new generation knows 
nothing about the picture. I advise 
everyone to make it a “must.” — 
The theme is  Chaplin’s. own 
personal attack, through the medium 
of a screencraft that was quite daring 
in its day, upon the dictatorships—

personified mainly by Hitler and to a 
lesser degree by Mussolini—that 
precipitated the last war. It exposes, 
in both the broadest of comedy and 
the wickedest of satire, the evils of 


the Nazi treatment of the Jews. Its 


plot. can be stated in one sentence: 
a humble little German Jewish barber, 
suffering with his people in a local 
ghetto under the Nazi lash, is mis- 
taken for the Fiihrer himself and. 
seizes the opportunity of giving vent 
to a mighty peroration in favour of 
freedom, democracy, and the toler- 
ance of all peoples, irrespective of 
race, colour, or religion. Most of 
Mr. Chaplin’s plea still remains dis- 
turbingly. valid ! - : 7 

Egregious wartime characters are 
thinly disguised. Hitler becomes 
Hynkel”’; Mussolini, played with 
boastful zest by Jackie Oakie, turns 
up as “ Napoloni” ; Goebbels, acted 
with Machiavellian detachment 
Henry Daniell, is dubbed “ Gar- 
bitsch”; and the coarse and vain- 
glorious Goering is shown by Billy 
Gilbert’s “ Herring.” 


Bravery and Patience 


The picture has its moments of 
inaction, mainly because the tech- 
nique of the art of cinema has 
changed so much and because no 
serious attempt is made to interfere 
with the leisurely pace of the original. 
But the shortcomings are dwarfed by 
innumerable highlights that project 
themselves into the memory. 

The specifically Jewish scenes 
impressed me most. The Jewish girl 
Hannah given tear-compelling 


appeal by Paulette Goddard and the | 


quiet bravery and self-effacing 
patience of Jews through the ages is 
exemplified-in a dignified performance 
by the late Maurice Moscovitch.

NEW CREDIT 
PATTERN 


The City is watching, with interest, 
the formation of a new credit pattern. 
Much of the initial impetus comes 
from the official lowering of interest 
rates and relaxation of credit controls, 
particularly in the fields of hire pur- 
chase and overdrafts. There is, for 
instance, the entry of the big banks 
into the realm of hire purchase, the 
growing links of merchant banks with 
unit trusts, and the more liberal grant- 
ing of bank loans for private and 
commercial purposes.

On arrival the officer, with a mere 
handful of men, presented himself at 
the Court of Jaffa. They were 
received with great hospitality and 
invited to a grand feast. After the 


meal, during which the ruler of Jaffa 


had taken too much wine, the officer 
told him that he and the few men 


with him were fleeing from the army 


of Egypt. He added: “We have 
despoiled the land and hidden all 
the booty that we have taken in great 
jars which we have left outside your 
city. And to show you that I have 


spoken the truth, here is the king’s 


own sceptre.” 


Men in Jars 


Dramatically he drew out the 
sceptre and flourished it before 
the astonished eyes of the Court. The 


ruler did not doubt his story, and . 


told the men to bring into the town 
the five hundred jars of booty that 
had come from Egypt. He then 
ordered the guard to be doubled at 
the gates. | 

While the men were bringing in 
the jars, the officer rose and struck 
the ruler so that he fell to the ground 
and died. Then the jars were opened 
and out leaped the men, who seized 
the guards and bound them with the 
ropes that were hidden in the other 
jars. Thus the City of Jaffa was taken 
and the King of Egypt occupied the 
town. 

Very near. Jaffa is the once famous 
town of Bnei Brag, where Rabbi 
Akiba had his well-known school that 
produced so many scholars. It is 
said that once the son of Ezekiel the 
prophet was visiting Bnei Braq. He 
noticed goats browsing under fig 
trees and that the honey that dripped 
from the figs mingled with the milk 
from the goats, and he exclaimed: 
“Now I know what is meant by a 
land flowing with milk and honey!”

TALE OF A SIEGE 


‘Over 25 centuries ago an historic 
siege began which was to change the 
history of the world, Zedekiah, the 
last king of Judah, had been per- 
suaded by some of his noblemen to 
rebel against Babylonian rule. Soon 
a Babylonian army, under King 
Nebuchadnezzar, appeared before the 
gates of Jerusalem, and on the 10th 
of Tebet—a sad day in our calendar 
which-we shall commemorate next 
Sunday—the siege of the city began. 

The enemy made huge mounds 
round the walls, and trees were cut 
down to build high forts and towers 
from which stones, arrows, and other 
missiles were’ shot into the besieged 
capital. Powerful battering-rams were 
day and night hammering away at 
the walls. 


Valiant Defenders 


The Jews fought back valiantly. 
harassing the enemy with showers of 
missiles and attacking the battering- 
rams from the walls. Wherever the 


walls had been seriously damaged, 


mounds and fortifications were built 
to strengthen -the defences. The 
materials necessary for this purpose 
were obtained by pulling down houses 
and palaces within the city. 

The prophet 
along foretold that resistance would 
be useless. He was arrested as a 
traitor and cast into a slime-pit, from 
which he was rescued by a Negro 
servant of the king. Zedekiah 
secretly consulted: Jeremiah, who 
again vainly advised surrender. 

On the 9th of Tammuz, 586 B.C.E., 
after 18 months’ siege, the Baby- 
lonians breached the walls, and a 
month later the Temple was burnt 
and the people exiled.

“STUDY EARLY JUDAISM” 
Suggestion by Queen’s Chaplain 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Canon C. E. Raven, Chaplain to the 
Queen, has. suggested that a com- 
mission of Christian and Jewish 
scholars be set up to explore first- 
century Judaism. 

He made this suggestion when he 
gave the fifth Robert Waley Cohen 
Memorial Lecture to the Council of 
Christians and Jews at County . Hall 
last week. Such a study. the speaker 
said, should be made with special 


reference to the evidence disclosed 


by the New Testament and the life 
and writings of St. Paul. 

The speaker also made a plea for 
greater inter-fatih tolerance. He had 
entitled his lecture “Tolerance and 
World Religions,” and said that there 
was a need to promote the concept 
of tolerance to the whole sphere of 
the world’s great religions. 

Racial riots and colour bars were 
a warning as to how far they were 
from translating coexistence into co- 
operation, or co-operation into com- 
munity. 

Recalling the work done by the 
Council in promoting a better under- 
standing between the adherents of 
different religions, Dr. Raven said that 
the pre-war influx of Jewish refugees 
had shown

them, but also how ignorant they had 
been of their qualities. This had 
prompted them to try to bring about 
a better understanding between mem- 
bers of different faiths.

JEWS’ ROLE IN 
COLD WAR 


Should They Remain 
Neutral ? 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


A motion that “Jews should not 
remain neutral in the Cold War” 
was carried after a debate at the 
Anglo-Israeli Club, London, on 
Sunday, organised by the World 
Jewish Congress. But it must be said 
that some members of the audience 
claimed that they were rather con- 
fused by the arguments used by the: 
speakers. 

The motion was proposed by Mr. 
Lionel Bloch, who said that it was 
impossible for Jews to say that they 
were above the Cold War. Jews had 
always been identified with certain 
high ideals, and it was utter hypo- 
crisy to claim that Jews could not 
identify themselves in the struggle 
between freedom and serfdom. 

He referred also to the religious 
intolerance of the Russians, and dis- 
missed the argument that by taking 
sides the Jews in the West would be 
endangering the interests of the 
3,000,000 Jews in the Soviet Union. 
On the contrary, he said, only by tak- 
ing action would they induce the 
Russians to change their policies. 

Opposing the motion, Mr. J. H. 
Barnett, Organising Secretary of the 
British Section of the W.J.C., said 


did not all have the same attitude to 
the East European régimes, and 
there might be a _ split if Jewry 
officially sided with the West. 

Moreover, certain Jewish communi- 
ties, such as those in North Africa 
and South America, might be placed 
in difficulties if world Jewry took 
part in the Cold War on the side of 
the Western Powers. 

Referring to a comment that not 
enough was known about what was 
happening in Russia to make it pos-. 
sible to pass judgment, Mr. Bloch 
commented: “If you read THE 
JEWISH CHRONICLE you cannot claim 
that you do not know what is happen- 
ing in Russia.”

RESTITUTION CLAIMS 
ON GERMANY 


The time-limit for the registration 
of claims under the Federal Restitu- 
tion Law expires on December 31, 


The law provides for claims for 
payment of damage resulting from the 
deprivation of goods such as lift-vans, 
household goods, securities, jewellery, 
objects made of platinum, gold and 
silver, foreign currency, libraries, 
stamp collections, documents, furs, 
machines, storehouses, bank accounts, 
etc. 

There is a possibility of an exten- 
sion of the time-limit for registration 
to April 1, 1959, but it is by no means 
definite. 

The United Restitution Organisa- 
tion, Ltd. (183-189 Finchley Road, 
London, N.W.3), has received a list of 
Jewish holders of contractual claims 
against the German Reich registered 
with the Government, whose 
registered claims were confiscated for 
political or racial reasons and 
reacquired by the German Reich 
without payment of their equivalent 
value. The list may be seen at the
